I lived in and did all my early work in Montgomery county, near Hyattstown, 
at its up]»r end. For a number of rea.^ns I'd~bo interested in any "ontgomexy 
County information you may have. 

When Bud got copies of his records from the Cla he let me have copies of them* 
v/hen I got tho ClA* ^ records on mo - and they are incomplete - it did disoloco one 
or two of the records it had already -inclosed to Bod but it obliterated everything 
on them except ny name* 

In fact I nt.ver lind any connection with tho CTIA ami specifically, was never 
its investigator, which those records state. 

I used the phones of several of the Wasiiingtoniano who were under DC police 
survoilkincoa, including electronic* So, I f d bo quite interested in any records 
pertaining to its associations with the Cl a. Of course I also visited them often 
and w<ui undoubtedly oba rvod by informers* 

My source who'd liad CIA training had nothing to do, with rooord keeping* He 
was a detective assigned to criminal investigations - and a rather unscrupulous 
one at tliat* 


Haul also sent me Jonathvn "arsholl's notes on political importance of^

However, if 
you have anything pertinent, I an interested in &Lrasey largely because of tho IteDonnld 
fakery, of which I know much going back to the two oarlio * versions* I was quite 
surprised that Um Davidov, whose name was thinly disguiwed in all butnthe final 
voraon of Appointment in Dcillas, would lend himself -to such a proj*?ct because of 
his and his family's close relationship with &imsey* After tho CIA fired Kinsey he 
actually lived in Davidox' s offices, which thon were in an old apariatent house in 
Washington^ the Chasloton* Ho worked for Davidov' s Security Associates, sometimes 
as a guard.
